Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  vital  statistics  shew  that  the  health  of  the  Borough  during 
the  past  year  has  been  very  good. 

The  birth-rate  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year’s,  and  is  above 
that  of  the  rest  of  the  country.  The  rate  is  15.086  compared  with 
14.53  for  1936  and  14.9  for  England  and  Wales.  The  percentage 
of  deaths  of  persons  above  65  years  of  age  is  59%,  which  is  the 
highest  on  record. 

Infectious  diseases  were  abnormally  few,  there  being  only  5 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  There  is  only  one  year  on  record  (1930) 
when  the  number  of  cases  has  been  so  low. 

The  infantile  deaths  numbered  only  6,  one  less  than  last  year, 
and,  excepting  1931  when  there  were  only  5 deaths,  is  the  lowest  on 
record.  The  infantile  death-rate  is  33  compared  with  58  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Overcowding  is  being  steadily  reduced.  The  last  two  annual 
surveys  shewing  a reduction  since  the  original  survey  in  1936,  Irom 
18.3%  to  11.17%.  A total  of  334  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been 
remedied  since  1936,  while  the  106  new  cases  of  overcrow^ding  are 
of  a modified  type,  due  mainly  to  children  reaching  the  age  of  1 year 
and  10  years.  No  less  than  109  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been 
relieved  as  a result  of  Slum  Clearance  since  1936. 

The  Local  Authority’s  housing  schemes  are  proceeding  at  an 
increasing  pace,  and  the  next  year  or  two  should  shew^  a vast 
improvement  in  the  housing  conditions  of  the  Borough.

Population. 


The  population,  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
Borough  to  mid-year,  1937,  is  12.130. 

The  number  of  births  during  the  year  exceeded  the  number  of 
deaths  by  12. 


Births. 

The  births  allocated  to  the  Borough  by  the  Registrar-General 
numbered  183,  giving  a birth-rate  of  15.09.  When  compared  with 
the  equivalent  figures  for  the  previous  year  (177  births  and  a rate  of 
14.53)  and  with  the  birth-rate  of  14.9  for  England  & Wales  for  1937 
this  year’s  Borough  b'irth  rate  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 

The  birth  rate  is  calculated  on  a population  of  12,130,  which 
includes  the  military  population,  as  the  births  occurring  amongst 
military  residents  are  included  in  our  total.  Births  occurring 
amongst  other  persons  temporarily  resident  in  the  Borough,  includ- 
ing persons  whose  usual  residence  is  in  Scotland,  are  excluded. 

No  arrangement  appears  to  be  in  operation  for  the  transfer  of 
births  which  occur  in  Scotland,  the  usual  residence  of  the 
parents  being  within  the  Borough.  This  results  in  our  birth  rate 
appearing  lower,  and  our  infantile  death  rate  appearing  higher  than 
it  would  otherwise  be.  There  is  no  reliable  information  to  enable 
one  to  say  how  many  births  are  lost  in  this  way,  and,  where  the 
population  is  as  small  as  it  is  here,  half-a-dozen  births  more  or  less 
make  an  ap{)arent  difference  in  these  rates. 

4'here  were  9 illegitimate  births  (4  males  and  5 females!  in  the 
tolal  of  183.

The  lowest  rate  5^et  re- 
corded was  in  1931  when  25  was  the  figure,  while  the  average  rate 
for  the  10  years  ending  1937  was  53.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 


Anihtilance  Facilities. — As  mentioned  in  previous  reports, 
motor  ambulance  facilities  are  available  for  removal  of  infectious 
diseases  to  hospital,  and  of  accident  and  surgical  cases  to  Infirmaries. 
The  latter  service—  that  of  removal  of  cases  to  the  local  infirmary, 
and  to  the  Edinburgh  and  Newcastle  Infirmaries — is  largely  taken 
advantage  of  both  by  people  resident  in  the  P)orough  and  the  sur- 
rounding area. 

Hospitals  and  Nursing. 

Hospitals. — No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements 
made  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  smallpox,  and  other  infectious 
diseases. 

Maternity  Nursing. — The  steady  extension  of  the  work  of  the 
Nursing  Association  towards  maternity  cases  is  ample  evidence  of 
the  appreciation  which  the  skilled  attention  of  the  Nurses  has  merit- 
ed. During  the  year  the  nurses  attended  158  maternity  cases,  a 
number  equivalent  to  86%  of  the  total  births  registered.

The  percentage  of  houses  overcrowded  has  been  reduced  from 
18.3^/ in  1936  to  11.17%  within  two  yeare.  This  improvement  is 
greater  than  the  foregoing  figures  indicate,  as  the  most  of  the  106 
nevr  cases  are  due  to  children  attaining  the  age  of  10  years,  and  the 
return  of  members  to  the  family,  which  means  that  the  majority  of 
the  106  new  cases  have  become  overcrowded  to  the  extent  of  only 
one  unit  or  one-half  unit. 

No  houses  have  yet  been  built  for  the  specific  purpose  of  re- 
lieving overcrowding,  the  Local  Authority  already  employing  most 
of  the  available  labour  for  the  erection  of  houses  to  rehouse  families 
from  “slum  clearance.”

In  addition,  2-141b.  tins  cooked  ham,  1-1 51b  tin  boneless  ham, 
23-21b,  baskets  raspberries,  ^ barrel  apples,  2 st.  smoked  haddocks, 
were  certified  as  unfit  for  food  of  man  and  destroyed. 

The  butchers’  shops,  fish  shops,  fruiterers,  and  grocers  are  also 
visited,  and  the  instructions  of  the  Inspector  as  to  care  of  foodstuffs 
and  pievention  of  contamination  promptly  attended  to.  Special 
visits  were  paid  during  the  summer  to  provision  shops  where  bacon 
is  sold,  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  bacon.  While  some  loss 
was  occasioned  during  warm  weather,  on  the  whole  the  bacon  kept 
well.

All  samples  which  might  possibly  have  contatned  preservative 
w’ere  examined  for  such,  those  reported  genuine  either  contained 
none,  or,  if  permitted  to  contain  preservative,  they  contained  it  in  a 
quantity  within  that  permitted. 

It  wall  be  observed  that  all  the  samples  other  than  milk  samples 
w'ere  reported  “genuine.”  Of  the  30  milk  samples,  14,  or  46.6%, 
wmre  not  up  to  the  standard.  This  is  rather  a high  percentage,  but 
several  of  the  milk  samples  showed  only  a small  percentage  of  defi- 
ciency in  milk  fat.  One  prosecution  was  instituted  for  deficiecny  in 
milk  fat  of  a sample  taken  in  January.  The  farmer  explained  to  the 
magistrates  that  the  deficiency  was  due  to  the  fact  that  owing  to  the 
severe  snowstorms  he  could  not  get  delivery  of  feeding  stuffs  ; the 
case  was  therefore  dismissed. 

In  several  cases  where  “appeal  to  the  cow”  samples  were  taken 
these  confirmed  that  the  deficiency  was  due  to  the  quality  of  milk 
delivered  by  the  cow,  and  no  legal  action  was  taken.  The  samples 
in  this  class  shewing  tlie  highest  deficiency  had  been  taken  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  when  the  cows  were  out  to  grass  for  the  full  24 
hours  with  the  exception  of  milking  time.

There  is  no  passenger  traffic  in  the  port,  the  character  of  the 
trade  being  entirely  cargo  traffic.
